The translators have carefully 
sacrificed every word and expression which 
could not be verified in the original edi- 
tions upon which their work is based. 


One of the most notable changes is the 


entire omission of the doxology of the 
Lord's Prayer at Matthew, vi. 13. The 
words "For thine is the kingdom and the 
power, and the glory forever, amen," are 
expunged from the text. The reason 
given for this is that the clause is not 
found in any of the authoritative uncials, 
and it does not exist in the Latin Vulgate. 
Another important change is making th« 
concluding chapter of the Gospel accord- 
ing to St. Mark end at verse 8, which 
reads : "And they went out quickly and 
fled from the sepulchre, for they trembled 
and were amazed; neither said they any- 
thing to any man, for they ware afraid." 
The following 12 verses, which appear in 
the King James version, describe the as- 
ceniion of Jesus into heaven. These 
ver»es are printed, but they are marked 
off by a considerable space from the rest 


ing by myself; yet ani I not hereby justi- 
fied; but HethatjudgethmeistheLord.' 
Thit translation is subject at the presen 
day to grave misunderstanding. The re- 
vised translation put* it this way : 
"For 


I know nothing agaiust myself; yet oiu ] 
not hereby justified." 
What Paul meant 


to say, according to this, was that, al- 
though he was not conscious of having 
done any wrong to the Corinthians, still, 
after all, it was only God who could truly 
judge and thoroughly justify him. 


"In the authorized version the com- 


mi^tee of revision found that the transla- 
tors had in a great number of instance* 
not been exact in regard to grammatical 
'point*, especially with reference to the 
articles, the tenses of the Greek verbs, 
and the sense* astigned to several prepo- 
sitions. 
The article has frequently been 


omitted from tho EnglUh text where it 
existed in the Greek, and this fact is il- 
lustrated very strikingly in connection 
with the word 'Chr'nt.' Thi* word is 
never used in the Gospels as a proper 
name. It is the official title of the Mes- 
siah. In the Greek original the definite 
article 'the' is prefixed in almost every 
instance to the term'Christ,'and in the 
revised version this is pre*erved in the 
translation. A single instance of this 
change will be sufficient to indicate to the 
reader its value. At Matthew, ii:4, we 
read in the authorized copy that when 
Herod had gathered the priests and th 
scribes of the people together, "he de- 
manded of them where Christ should b 
born." The proper rendering is found in 
the revised edition : "He demanded o 
them where the Christ should be born.' 
Another instance of the dropping of tin 
article to the manifest injury of the tev 
is to be found at Hebrews, xi:10, whicl 
reads in the old version: "For he looket 
for a city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God." 
The correct 


translation of the text, whicli appears ii 
the revised version, is : "He looked for 
the city which hath the foundations," in 
other words, for the new Jerusalem ol 
which it had already been said in the Old 
Testament: "Her foundations are in the 
holy mountains." 
In some cases the au- 


thorized version has inserted the definite 
article in places where it is not found in 


the young learner.

"Satan always assail* you through 


your work ?" asked the young stranger.

of the Gospel and a note is placed in the 
margin explaining that the evidence goes 
to show that they were no part of St. 
Mark, but that they nevertheless posses* 
full canonical authority. At I. Timothy 
iii., 16, the text so familiar to English 
readers ha» been subjected to a remark- 
able change. In the King James version 
it reads : "And without controversy great 
is the mystery of godlinesi; God was 
manifest in the flesh, justified in the 
spirit, seen of angles, preached unto the 
Gentiles, believed on in the world, re- 
ceived up into glory." In the revised 
version the word God is changed to 'Ha 
who,' and the reasons given for it are that 
it is supported by the majority of the 
authoritative manuscripts of the New 
Testament. Another important change 
s the entire omission of verses 7 and 8 of 
chapter 5 of the Fir»t Epistle of John. 
The verses, which bear upon what has 
jeen known as the "three heavenly wit- 
lesses," read as follows in the King Jame* 
ersion: "For theie are three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
nd the Holy Ghost: and these three are 
~me. And there are three that bear wit- 
ness in earth, the spirit, and the water, 
and the blood; and these three agree in 
one." 
None of the unicial manuscripts 


contain these words, none of the ancient 
versions represent them, and none of the 
Fathers quote them, eren when arguing 
on the subject of the Trinity. But two 
of the Greek manuscripts contain the 
verses, and these were transcripts from 
ttie Latin Vulgate. Dr. Alexander Rob- 
erts, professor of humanity at St. An- 
drew's, and a member of the English 
New Testament Company, says in refer- 
ence to them : "No defender of the 
genuineness of I. Jobn, v. 7-8, will prob- 
ably arise in the future. 
The contro- 


versy regarding the passage i* finished, 


the original. An instance of this is to be 
found in the well known text at I. Timo- 
thy, vi. 10—"For the love of money is 
the root of all evil." The reading in the 
revised is "the love of money is a root <yf 
all evil." The article was not the only 


translated. The different tenses of the 
Greek verbs were constantly mistrans- 
lated, and the result was that in many 
cases the sense of the text was entirely 
changed, and often obscured. 
Very little 


attention was paid to the difference be- 
tween the Greekaorist and the Greek per- 
fect, and they were interchanged very 
much at random in the translation. Thus, 
at Acts, xix, 2, the meaning of Paul is 
quite obscured by the rendering in the 
authorized edition: "Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed'!" 
Here the aorist has been rendered by the 
perfect. 
The true reading, as found in 


the revised version, is : "Did ye receive 
the Holy Ghost when ye believed!" The 
imperfect tense has also been translated 
in the authorized version in such a man- 
ner as to obscure the meaning. Thus, in 
Luke, v. 6, we read, "and their net 
broke." There i* no authority for this 
translation. The true meaning is, "their 
net was breaking;" that is, it it had be- 
gun to Tjreak, when they beckoned to 
their partners in the other ship to come 
to their aid. At II. Corinthians, v. 10, 
the force of the passive verb is not 
brought out in the King James versiou. 
Tim passage reads : "For we must all ap- 
pear before the judgment se.tt of Christ." 
The real meaning of the text \t given in 
the new version, which reads: 
"We 


must all be made manifest." In the 
translation of the Greek preposition the 
authorized version is found to be very full 
of errors, and these are carefully correct- 
ed, materially changing the text. 
No at- 


tempt has been madu in the revised ver- 
sion to msdernize the style of the author- 
ized versiou. Archaisms which do not 
falsify the meaning of the text have, in 
pursuanc • of this policy, been allowed to 
itand. But whenever an archaism has be- 
come thoroughly obsolete, or has wholly 


other word, the literal translation of 
which i*'demon,' which is so often used 
in connection with those miserable per- 
sons_ who are described literally as "de- 
monized' or, in the free translation of the 
authorized version, as 'powwscd of dev- 
ils.' The men 'posses«ed of devils,' or 
'demonized,' were not regarded, even by 
the Jews of the days'of Jesus, as influ- 
enced by the 'Prince of Darkness.' They 
were the victims of a disease, some of 
them being epileptic, others insane, and 
others still deaf and dumb. The reviser* 
have not not deemed it advisablo to sub- 
stitute the word'demon' for 'devil,' when 
the latter occurs in thi* connection, but 
while retaining the old translation, they 
have indicated on the margin every in- 
stance in which the word for 'demon' hat 
been translated 'devil.' 


In about half the changes the English 


•md American revisers liave reached the 
same result, and, with a few exceptions, 
;he points of difference are of coinparativc- 
y little interest and importance. The 
inal form in which the revised New Tes- 
.anient comes to the public is, of course, 
ixed by the English committee, but the' 
changes insisted on by the American re- 


isers and refused by the English com- 


pany lire presented in an appendix, the 
American revisers pledging their moral 
import to the authorized editions of the 
Juiversity presses, with a view to their 
reest circulation within

States, and not to issue a rival edition 
for a term of fourteen years.

Scripture have been unwisely lifted up in 
defense of'the three heavenly witnesses,' 
yet so decidedly have the mindsof all schol- 
ars now been made up as to the spurious- 
ness of the words that they have been 
omitted in the revised version without a 
line even on the margin to indicate that 
they had ever been admitted to a place 
in the sacred text." 


Many changes are made in the revised 


version which are due to mistake* made 
in the meaning of Greek words by the 
translation of the authorized version. In 
Matthew, xiv. 8, the reading now accepted 
with regard to the demand of .Herodias 
for the head of John the Baptist, is : 
"And she being before instructed of her 
mother, said, Give me here John Bap- 
tist's head in a charger." The Gr«ek 
verb, whicli was translated 'instructed' 
in this instance, is rendered 'put for- 
ward' by the committee, aud Harodias i* 
thus placed in a different a«pect from 
that in which she has for two centuries 
been regarded. She required 'urging' 
and 'impelling,' which is the literal 
translation of the Greek, before she could 
be brought to ask this bloody favor from 
the King. In Matthew, xxvi. 15, an in- 
teresting correction has been made. The 
verse reads, in the King James version: 
"And he said unto them, what will ye 
give me and I will deliver him unto you ? 
And they covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver." The committee admit 
that the word 'covenanted' is not an im- 
possible translation of the Greek verb, 
but the same verb is used at Zachariah, 
xi. 12, where the prophecy of the betrayal 
occurs, and here it ii translated 'weighed.' 
In the revised version the reading of this 
text is: "They weighed unto him thirty 
pieces of silver." This reading changes 
the history of the betrayal as it has been 
hitherto told. The story of Paul's trial 
before Agrippa is one of the most impres- 
sive narratives in the New Testament, 
and Agrippa's exclamation, "Almost thou 
persuades! me to be a Christian," ha* 
been made the theme of many a fervent 
•ermon. But the fact seems to be that 
he never used these words. The revised 
version substitutes for them these words, 
which seem to be intended as a reproach 
to Paul that he should think Agrippa to 
be so weak-minded as to become con- 
verted to Christianity on the strength of 
so slight an argument as had been pre- 
sented : "With but little periuasion thou 
wouldst fain make me a Christian," An- 
other important change is made at I. 
Corinthians, iv. 7. In the old version 
Paul is made to say: "For I know noth-

Archaic phrases and modes of expression, 
whenever there exists the slightest possi- 
bility of their being mistaken, have been 
set aside. 
At Matthew, vi. 34, the in-

The real meaning of the word which has 
been translated 'thought' is 'anxiety 
and the revised New Testament the com- 
mand is : "Be not anxious for tho mor- 
row." 


There is one word which is not to 


found anywhere in the accepted version, 
which has been transferred bodily from 
the Greek to the revised edition. 
This 


is the word 'hades,' which was used in 
Greek mythology to denote the world of 
departed spirits. This word in the au- 
thorized 
version was translated 'hell.: 


Wherever the work 'gehenna' appears in 
the original it has been properly trans- 
lated 'hell.' The 'hades' of the original 
has a quite different signification, and by 
tranilating it 'hell' the proper meaning 
of the word was'obscured. An instance 
of the use of'hades' in the new version is 
to be found in Acts, ii, 27, where these 
words are quoted from Psalms xvi. in ref- 
erence to Christ: "Thou wilt not leave 
my soul in hades, neither wilt Thou give 
Thy holy one to see corruption." The 
text simply predicts the resurrection of 
Jesus after his death, affirming that He 
will not be allowed to remain in hades, 
the region of departed spirits. In the 
thirty-first verse of the same chapter of 
Acts, "His soul was not left in hell" is 
changed to "His soul was not left in

luvc, however, been exceedingly gratify- 
ng. It is only during last season and the 
one now closing that the results have been 
clearly shown.

.ion is from 150,000 to '200,000, while 
.ha change in quality has been even 
greater proportionately. The average 
veight has risen from four p.nd one-half 
o six pounds, with a perceptible increase 
each year.

tack of paralysis. 
He was born in Lon- 


don, Franklin county, Pa., December 28, 
1821. He received but a limited educa- 
tion, and after reaching his majority oc- 
cupied several positions as clerk. 
In 


]847 he came to Philadelphia, and in 
1850 entered into the service of the 
Pennsylvania llailroad Company as Gen- 
eral Agent of the Eastern Division of the 
r >ad at Duncanville. On the completion 
of the Western Division he was put in 
c >iarge of that, and shortly afterwards 
was made Superintendent of the entire 
line upon the retirement of Gen. II. J. 
Lombaert. In 1809, upon the death of 
I Ton. W. B. Foster, the vice-president of 
tlie company, Col. Scott was elected to 
that position. 
At the outbreak of the 


Rebellion he became the assistant of Gov. 
furtin 
in the equipping and scndin 


tioops to the field, and was afterward 
appointed by the President Assistan 
S tcretary of War. 
He retired in abou 


one year and took a position on the stafl 
o)' General Hooker. 
After the close o 


tie Rebellion he was made President o 
sc veral important railroads, and in 1874 
a) ter the death of J. Kdgur Thomson, wa 
elscted President of the Pennsylvania 
H tilroad, which he was obliged to resign 
on account of impaired health, on the 
fiibt of May, 1880. The life of Col, Scott 
shows what ability, energy and persever- 
ance can accomplish.

Next to him in es- 
tate, 1 suppose, is David Davis, of Illi- 
nois, a man who has the reputation of 
having gathered millions. Next to him 
it might be hard to name the Senator, but, 
if Mr. Eugene Hale can be called the 
possessor of Zack Chandler's millions, 
then he is very likely the third richest 
Senator.

John Sherman, who

of more than f 1,100,000. Among the 
present Senators \\ lio hold over and who 
write the fortunes with seven figures are : 
Bluine, of Maine ; Cameron, of Pennsyl- 
vania ; Davis, of West Virginia, and 
Plumb, of Kansas. The following are 
known to be worth more than $500,000 ; 
Hill, of Colorado; Brown, of Georgia, 
Grooine, of Maryland , McPherson, of 
New Jersey, and Pcndleton, of Ohio ;
